Tlint l>riiz Pronounced More Manner- 
ou» til an Opium—stimulating Only 
to Destroy—Nervou* l>oprc«*luii Dun- 
perato mid Intolerable—Womnn of 
Fashion Victim*. 
On Thursday afternoon ft long and 


rnagiiillconlly 
appointed 
profession, 


started from one of tho most elogani 
residences on Madison avonnc, moved 
Blowly down tho thoroughfare of fash-

I say 
oithor by suicido or natural failure pre- 
muditatedly, because it has been my 
observation that no drug in tho matcria 
medica, no narcotic or stimulant oper- 
ates so rapidly in tho production of 
Biiieidal predisposition. 1 could men- 
tion at least SIK suicides that have conio 
under my notice during the last year 
which wore traceable lo nothing else. 
To tho friends and relatives of the 
dead they were inexplicable.

"The qui- 
nine habit is rapidly Increasing among 
the higher classes 01 society," concluded 
tho doctor, as he turn*! and ascended 
the steps at his own door, "and it Is 
time the note of alarm was Bounded," 


Other physicians with whom the re- 


porter conversed confirmed the state- 
ments above given, and one distin- 
guished neurologist naa gone w far as 
to say that he believes suicidal and 
homicidal impulse to be-more frequently 
duo to the quinine habit secretly in- 
dulged than to any other came.—& X, 
Mercury.

Deoatur in the memorable campaign of 
1881 has transpired, and if now only 
pleasantly remembered by the thousands 
ot enthusiastic city and country people, 
ladies, gentlemen and children, who as- 
sembled at the depot yesterday evening 
to give a cordial welcome to one of tbe 
c bief men ot the Natioa It was the

given to the next president ot the United 
States, the HON. JAMBS O. BLAH™, tbe 
Republican standard-bearer tor the chief 
office in the gift of a free and prosperous 
people. The welcome was of the most 
cordial character, and it is gratifying to 
note the fact that the necessarily brief 
ceremonies passed off without tha least 
hitoh or jar, so perfect had been the 
arrangements for the reception and popu- 
lar ovation. 


The broad platform, 10 feet high, with 


the wide and substantially constructed 
approach to it, had been built a distance 
of 30 foet from the walk near the telegraph 
office and west of the depot. In front and 
on both sides of the stand, along on the 
levee, on tho depot platform, along the 
railway tracks, inside and on the tops of 
adjacent buildings and oars, were gather- 
ed fully 5000 people, all anxious and eager 
to see and hear the Plumed Knight.whoae 
tour through the country has been a con- 
tinual ovation for six weeks. The broad 
platform was gaily and profusely decorat- 
ed with flags of various sizes, streamers 
aud bunting, and in front were the life- 
size portraits of Bloine and Logan. The 
decorations were all in good taste and 
were generally admired. 


At 2:30 o'clock the Deoaturf Marching 


Battalion, including the Escort Club, the 
Old Guards and the colored olnb, arrived 
at the stand, serving as an escort for the 
Blaine reception committee of 27 of the 
representative citizens of the community. 
The battalion was accompanied by Good- 
man's band, the Escort drum corps, the 
Glee club, martial band and the colored 
martial bond, so there was plenty of music 
for the great occasion. The Escort Olnb 
was detailed for guard duty, the lines 
being divided and thrown on either side 
of tho utand, reaching from the front 
uorth to the south track of the Wabash 
road—thus making a clear way for Mr. 
Blaine from the coach to the stand when 
he should arrive.

Tho special train of seven coaches—the 


sides ot Mr. Elaine's car being neatly 
decorated with festoons of red, white and 
blue bunting—arrived at 3:36 p. m., and 
ns it pulled rapidly past the stand to back 
in on the south track, a general cheer 
went up from thousands of throats, aud 
the excited multitude crowded each other 
in their eager attempts to get the first 
view of the great statesman. The track 
was cleared of the people and the rear 
ooaoh was stopped opposite the approach 
loading to the platform. The receptidh 
committee, all wearing rich blue and gold- 
trimmed badges, approached the platform 
of the coach in a body, and while

propriate selection, "See, the Conquer- 
ing Hero Gomes," Mayor Chambers 
stepped forward quickly, welcomed Mr. 
Blaine on behalf of the city as he step- 
ped from tho car, and then the committee 
at once escorted the distinguished visitor 
and members of his party to the stand, 
at the south edge of which he stood with 
Lie silk tile in hand and addressed the 
vast crowd for seven minuted. He was 
brielly introduced by Hon. Shelby M. 
Oullom, U, S. Senator of Illinoii,and was 
heartily cheered as he stepped forward, 
where he could be plainly seen by all in 
the groat audience. 


Senator Oullom said: "Fellow-citizens, 


ib gives me great pleasure to introduce to 
you the Hon. James G. Blaina, the .Re- 
publican candidate for President ot the 
United States." 


THE ADDBBSS IK FULL, 


Mr. Blame said: "It gives me very great 


pleasure to see so many Republicans of 
the state of Illinois. [Applause.] It is 
tho strong Republican states like Illinois 
that represent the reserve of the great 
Republican party; it is the strong Repub- 
lican mutes like Illinois that give nerve 
nod courage and confidence to the states 
thai- tire callod doubtful. [Applause.] 


"Twenty-four years ago an Illinois man 


WHS elected to the presidency and ranks 
to-day higher ttmu any other man in the 
public vstioiaiiun ot the world, who ever 
held that position, Washington alone ei- 
copttd. [Loud applause.] Those tw«nty- 
four >eara have been the most eventful in 
the history ot the republic; they have 
been the most prosperous, and I mention 
the clement of prosperity because we are 
this year dwelling in this campaign on 
the great material issues of the country, 
and I want to call jour attention to, and 
impress upon your memory, the fact that

[loud applause] and that waa ten shillings 
less, delivered on this continent, than they 
could go' and buy them for in England. 
Let no man, therefore, (and I speak in 
the presence of railway magnates), let 
no man, therefore, say that the ultimate 
effect ot a protective tariff is to increase 
the cost to the consumer." 


A voice: "An Irishman says every 


Irishman wbo will not vote for you ongb. 
to be shot." Mr. Blaine answered: "No, 
I do not say that, but every Irishman who 
knows his own interest, and wishes to get 
tbe largest wages for a good day's work, 
will vote the Republican ticket.'1 [Loud 
applause.] 


"Now, my friends, when I sketched the 


greatadvance of this country I neg- 
lected to say that great as tee advance 
was f»r the whole country, the advance 
in Illinois was larger than the average for 
the entire country, and therefore I speak 
to men who, since tbe election ot Mr. 
Lincoln, have advanced from a western 
state to the great central empire of the 
nation, [loud applause] and that state 
that holds in the Mississippi valley the 
balance of power between the Atlantic 
and Mississippi, and holds intelligence 
and enterprise and treasure, is indebted 
to-day and will be forever in the growth 
of the republic, to the success of the Re- 
publican party." [Loud applause.] 


At the conclusion of the speech Mr. 


Blaine at once returned to the coach and 
after brief delay the signal waa given and 
the train went on its triumphant way to 
Springfield, where at least 60,000 people 
were gathered to do honor to the Repub- 
lican nominee. While the train lingered 
on the side track after the speaking, Sen- 
ator Cullom, Mr. Walker Blaine and oth- 
ers, appeared on the platform of the oar, 
and nt once there was another general 
rush for the train. Young Mr. Blaine 
busied himself shaking hands with mem- 
bers of the Escort Olub and all others 
who crowded near enough to grasp him 
by the hand, and spoke pleasantly to all. 
He quickly recognized Harry M. Moore, 
whom he had met in South America, and 
was glad to cross palms with L. L. Bur- 
rows, who had attended Yale College 
where he himself won a student. Then 
some one in the crowd called on Senator 
Cnllom for a speech, and the cry became 
general. The Senator smiled broadly as 
he excused himself, but ha did say that 
he was a Republican, and was for Blaine, 
Logan and Oglesby and the entire ticket. 
As the train moved out he said: "Every- 
body vote the straight ticket." 


The Plumed Knight appeared on the 


platform bowing to the cheering people 
and waving his adieus with his handker- 
chief in hand until the train reached 
Monroe street. 


The demonstration was in every respect 


creditable alike to Decatur and her patri- 
otic people, and the best compliment that 
can be paid to our people and the com- 
mittee ot arrangements is that spoken by 
members of the Blaiae party, who said 
that the ovation was the neatest and the 
order aud enthusiasm the best ot any 
that had been witnessed anywhere in the 
east. 


James G. Blaine was born Jan. 31st, 


1830. At the age of 17, ten days after 
graduating at college, he became a school 
teacher. Six years later, at the age of 23, 
he was the editor ot a paper in Maine. 
At 29 he was a member of the Maine leg- 
islature, serving as speaker during his 
lost two terms. At 32 he was a represen- 
tative in congress, where he served six 
terms, being speaker three terms. At the 
age of 46 he was elected to the U. 8. Sen- 
ate. At the age of 50 he was secretary of 
state under Garfield, and at the age of 
54 ho is the Republican candidate for the 
presidency. He will be 55 years old when 
his presidential term opens. He is a no- 
ble specimen ot American manhood, and 
looks every inch a statesman, firm, brave 
and resolute. He is tall, dignified and 
well preserved. His hair is quite gray, 
but his features bear few of the marks of 
time, while his eyes are as sharp and keen 
as represented in the portraits which are 
so plentiful in many homes in and about 
the city. Walker Blaine strongly resem- 
bles his father, bat he is not so toll.

Mr. Blaine expressed himself as highly
